Denver, July 10. — William Jennings 
Bryan of Nebraska was nominated for 
the thiid time for the office of presi- 
dent of the United States by the Dem- 
ocratic national convention amid 
scenes of frenzied enthusiasm. The 
result came after an all-night session, 
which was kept in a constant state 
of turmoil up to the culminating mo- 
ment when the Nebraska leader was 
proclaimed the choice of the conven- 
tion as the Democratic standard 
bearer.

with demonstrative evidence of ap- 
proval. His concluding passage was 
a fervid tribute to the commoner, as 
the intrepid leader who had borne 
aloft ihe battle scarred flag of Dem- 
ocracy through the campai :ns of 1896 
and 1900. with the devotion and faith 
of the crusaders of old days, “Ameri- 
ca’s great commoner, Nebraska's gift' 
ed son, William J Bryan.” 

This was the signal for a long con- 
tinued uproar, rivalling in intensity 
-and duration the demonstration of 
Wednesday, which lasted 1 hour and 
26 minutes Again the wnole assem- 
blage was lashed into a fury of ex- 
citement. The delegates seized the 
states’ standards and gathered them 
on the presiding officer’s platform, 
while the galleries broke into tumultu- 
ous clamor. The demonstration lasted 
upwards of 45 minutes. At times it 
assumed such proportions cf madness 
as the excited throngs rushed through 
the aisles toward the plaitorm that 
there was serious danger of panic. 
Men and women were bowl'd ever in 
the mad on-rush of flag beari :g en- 
thusiasts. One woman fainted and 
was carried from the hall. 

The nomination of Governor John- 
son of Minnesota precli itated anoth-r 
whirlwind o. excitement, if not so 
long sustained, hardly »ess enthusi- 
astic than for Bryan. The d legation 
front Minnesota, standing on their 
chairs and waving flags, handker- 
chiefs. hats and anything that could 
be waved, were the storm center of 
the demonstration, while groups of 
scattered delegates here and there 
lent their energies to those of Minne- 
sota. The galleries, too, seemed t.o 
contain an ample supply of Johnson 
enthusiasm, and on every hand the 
waves cf Johnson demonstration 
swept back and forth from end to end 
through the great bui'ding. 

Tne Gray nomination also received 
its full share of enthusiastic approval, 
although the nominating speech of 
Irving L. Handy of De’aware was fre- 
quently interrupted by the impatient 
crowd, and finally by the arrival of 
the comm.itee on resolutions. 

It was after midnight when the 
nominating speeches were temporar- 
ily suspeud°d to receive the report of 
the resolutions committee. Governor 
Haskell of Oklahoma, chairman of the 
committee, made the report, announc- 
ing at the outset that it was presented 
as the unanimous view of the commit- 
tee, the entire membership of which 
ranged themselves on the platform, 
flanking Governor Haskell as an evi- 
dence of their united attitude. The 
enunciation of party principle was re- 
ceived with close attention and with 
frequent demonstrations of assent. 
The provision concerning injunctions 
was punctuated by applause, and at 
Its conclusion a ringing cheer went up 
from delegates and spectators. The 
provisions concerning trusts, railway 
regulation, income tax and various 
other problems awakened lively ap- 
probation. The platform was adopted 
by a rousing unanimous vote.

triotic devices and the enveloping 
folds of Old Glory. 

Twice before the throng had been 
moved into a mad ecstacy, first by the 
speech placing the name of Bryan in 
nomination, and again when that of 
Governor Johnson of Minnesota was 
proposed; but these manifestations 
paled before the culminating outburst 
of emotion. Before the Nebraskan’s 
actual nomination was made the 
whole assembly rose en masse, wav- 
ing flags, handkerchiefs, newspapers, 
hats and coats, anything and every- 
thing which hands could lay upon to 
wave aloft or hurl into the air, while 
a bedlam of sound poured out from 
these 10,000 throats in exultant yells, 
cat-calls, Comanche war-whoops, with 
the added din of shrieking horns, the 
roar of megaphones, and the strains 
of the band playing an exu.tant 
anthem. 

When for a moment order could be 
secured out of this tempestuous chaos 
ot demonstration, state after state 
which had at first recorded its vote 
for Johnson or Gray fell into line with 
the overmastering column, and th? 
nomination was made unanimous and 
by acclamation. 

The taking of the vote had been 
followed with breathless interest, as 
state after state swelled the Bryan 
strength. When New York was reach 
ed in the call ot states the announce- 
ment of Chief Murphy “Seventy-eich 
votes for Bryan,” brought out a wild 
outburst of enthusiastic approval 
which for a time compelled the sns 
pension of the roll call. A further de 
lay was caused by a demand for z 
poll of the New York delegation. On 
this poll many of the New York dele 
gates, Including Judge Alton B. Par 
ker, the presidential nominee four 
years ago, remained silent, but the en 
tire 78 votes of the delegation were 
cast for Bryan under the “unit rule.’ 
Pennsylvania was similarly called 
after sharp disagreement within th* 
delegation, and the vote of Pennsyl 
vania as finally cast was divided. 

Prior to the culminating scene ir

Labor and injunctions. 

Exp rience has proven the necessity of 
a modification of the present law relating 
to injunctions, and we reiterate the 
appropriations pledge of our national platforms of 1890 
$l,008,0rt0,0f>0, exceeding and 1904 In favor of the measure which 
passed the United Stabs senate in 1890, 
but which a Republican congress has 
ever since refused to enact, relating to 
contempts in federal courts and provid- 
irg for trial by jury in cases of indirect 
contempt. 

Questions of judicial practice have 
in arisen, espeeia'ly in connection with In- 
dustrial disputes.

During tlie pist 
year 23,784 were added, costing ilO.166,- 
C00. and in the p >st six years pf the Re- 
pul lican admin is ration the 
of -new offices created, asic 
comm ssions. has been 99 , 
an additional expenditure of 'nearly $70 - 
O'O.OOO. as against only 10,279 new offices 
creat'd under the Cleveland and MeKi.i- 
ley administrations, which Involved an 
expenditure of only $6,000,000. We de- 
nounce this great and growing Increase 
in the number of officeholders as not 
only unnecessary and wasteful, but also 
as clearly indicating a deliberate purpose 
on the part of the administration to keep 
the Republican party In power at public 
e p nse by liras increasing the number 
of its retainers and dependents.
